STEVENSON T0!| 
STAND FIRM ON 
FOREIGN POLICY 
OF WHITE HOUSE

SAN FRANCISCO if*—Oov. Adlal 
Stevenson stood solidly today on 
the foreign policy of the Truman 
administration and, with a warning 
of peril, outlined a program for 
action in Asia. 
"America la threatened aa never 
before," he said. 
The way to avert it. he told a 
nation-wide television and radio au­ 
dience from San Francisco. Is to 
give m aterial aid to the new na- 
tlona of Asia. to recognize their 
desire for independence, and to 
show them that the United States 
la not pursuing a policy of dom­

War Not Inevitable 
Speaking with unusual serious­ 
ness, the Democratic candidate for 
the presidency made these points 
last night:
